Opponents of Sie ving 
military junta have called re- 
peatedly for a cutoff o£ U.S. 
aid. State Department figures 
show that $20.2 million in 
arms and econondc aid was 
supplied in fiscal 1974. 

The hearing was called to 
discuss 33 recommendation of 


States-Latin American Rela- 
tions. Including normalization 
of relations with Cuba and an 
end to both overt and covert 
U.S. ! Intervention in Latin 
American affairs. 

A spokesman for Sen. Law- 
ton Chiles (D-Fla.) said after 
the hearing that the senator 
would introduce an omnibus 
bill seeking to implement 
most of the recommendations

herent statement of' the ‘new 
dialogue’ " -with Latin Amer- 
ica. Secretary of State. Henry 5 
A. Kissinger has used that 
phrase to . describe current 
U.S. policy in the area.
